CONSTITUTION. 



shall be known by the name of 



Article I. This Association 
Coosa River Baptist Association. 

Art. II. It shall be composed of well-accredited messengers, 
appointed by regular Baptist Churches which are united in this union. 

Art. III. Its meetings shall be annual. 

Art. IV. It officers shall be a Moderator, Clerk and Treasurer, 
who shall be elected, by ballot or otherwise, at each session, and 
hold office till their successors are declared duly elected. Provided, 
that the non-election of the Treasurer shall not interfere with organ- 
ization. 

Art. V. The Association can not rule, but may advise the 
Churches. But it has a full right to reject the messengers of any 
Church not in order in faith or practice. 

Art. VI. Petitions for membership must be by letter and one 
or more messengers, and the Association in each case is to judge on 
the question of reception. 

• 

Art. VII. Each Church of fifty members or less shall have 
three messengers, and one messenger for each fifty or fractional 
number over fifty. 

Art. VIII. This Association is in full sympathy with the spirit 
and ready to correspond and co-operate with all regular Missionary 
Baptist organizations for the spread of the gospel and the extention 
of the Redeemer's kingdom on earth ; but a difference of opinion on 
these matters shall not necessarily involve the question of fellowship. 

Art. IX. Churches composing this body will be expected to 
contribute to and sustain a contingent fund, which shall be deposited 
by the messengers, at each annual meeting, with the Finance Com- 
mittee; and other contributions for benevolent purposes will be 
earnestly sought and fostered by the Association. 

Art. X. This Association shall take cognizance of no query 
sent up from the Churches unless they have endeavored to solve the 
same and have failed ; nor of any difficulty between Churches unless 
they have pursued the directions contained in the 18th chapter of 
Matthew, and have not been able to settle it; then the Association 
shall take such matter into 
cretion.

Art. XI. This Constitution, or any article, may be amended or 
abolished, at a regular meeting, on the concurrence of a vote, by 
standing, of two-thirds of messengers present ; provided, that such 
intended change is announced by the Moderator at least six hours 
before the action is taken. 
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RULES OF DECORUM. 



Rule i. The Association shall be opened and closed with 

prayer. 

Rule 2. A Moderator and Clerk shall be chosen by the suf- 
frages of the members present. 

Rule 3. The names of the members shall be called each day 
before proceeding to business, and no member shall absent himself 
from the Association unless he have leave or be sick and unable to 

attend. 

Rule 4. Visiting ministering brethren present shall be invited 
to seats in the Association. 

Rule 5. The Moderator shall preside over the Association, 
preserve order, and appoint all committees with the sanction of the 
Association. 

Rule 6. The Moderator may speak in debate on any question, 
appointing some other member to fill the chair temporarily, but shall 
not vote except in the case of a tie. 

Rule 7. The Moderator shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to the appeal to the Association by any two members. 

Rule 8. Every member when speaking shall rise t from his seat, 
respectfully address the Moderator, confine himself to the question 
before the body, and avoid personalities. 

Rule 9. A motion made must be seconded and stated by the 
Moderator before debating; and every motion shall be reduced to 
writing if the Moderator or any member desire it. 

Rule 10. When a motion is stated by the Moderator it is in 
possession of the Association, but may be withdrawn by the mover 
at any time before a decision or amendment. 

Rule ii. When a question is under debate no motion shall be 
received except to lay on the table, postpone indefinitely, commit or 
amend ; which said motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they are stated. But a motion to adjourn is always in order 
except when a member is speaking or the body engaged in voting. 

Rule 12. AH questions, except such as relate to the Constitu- 
tion, the Rules of Decorum, the reception or exclusion of churches, 
shall be decided by a majority of the votes; in the excepted cases 
two-thirds are required. 

Rule 13. Filling blanks with particular numbers, the question 
shall first be taken on the highest number and longest time. 

Rule 14. When a motion has once been decided a member 
voting with the majority may move for reconsideration on any day 
during the session. 

Rule 15. No speaker shall be interrupted unless he be out of 
order, and no member shall speak more than twice on the same prop- 
osition without leave of the Association. 

Rule 16. No practice shall be allowed which has a tendency to 
interrupt speaking or the business of the Association. 

Rule 17. The appellation of "brother" shall be used by mem- 
bers in their addresses one to another. 

Rule 18. The Clerk shall read these rules at the opening oi 
every session of the Association. 

Rule 19. Any member violating -these rules shall be reproved 
by the Moderator.

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your committee is somewhat at a loss to know just what should 
be said upon this subject. We want, however, to insist that as 
Christians we should be temperate in all things. We want and must 
have,- if we would maintain our Christian integrity unspotted from 
the world, a stricter observance of temperance in its universal signif- 
icance. The man who preaches temperance and holds not his tongue 
from his neighbors hurt, puts to shame his Christian profession no 
less than he who puts the bottle to his neighbor's mouth or wallows 
with the sow in the mire. . 

Brethren, we must put the seal of our condemnation upon oar- 
room tippling by our members. No man who habitually visits a 
bar-room should be allowed to remain in the Church. No man with 
a profane and intemperate tongue should remain in the church. No 
man who signs a liquor petition should remain in the Church. 

We rejoice that local option has done much for the cause of so- 
briety, but we are of the opinion that the greatest power for sobriety 
is yet undeveloped. It is the individuai sobriety and example of 
the Church membership of this country. 

May God give each Church of this Association the grace and 
courage to purge its membership of every one who persists in public 
and intemperate use of ardent spirits.

REPORT ON PERIODICALS AND LITERATURE. 

A short time ago the Secretary of one of our boards anxiously 
inquired how are we to interest the great mass of 'our people in the 
work of our boards? Your committee think it "would be well to 
Broaden the questton and make it read : How are we to interest the 
great mass of our people in our various denominational enterprises? 
Our Secretary suggested the dilligent circulation of the Foreign 
Mission Journal and our various State papers. Your committee 
would earnestly second his recommendation, because the said papers 
are worthy of our support and because they are indispensable aids to 
enterprises in which we are all personally interested. Thus gratitude 
ind interest combine to urge us to do all in our power for these 
papers ; the work they do for our boards being done without fee or 
reward— a labor of love. Surely the least we can do is to take and 
read them. 

Your committee, however, recognize the fact often commented 
on that comparatively few of our people can be reached through 
these papers; hence the question again arises how are we to reach 
the great mass of our people and interest them in our various denom- 
inational enterprises. We believe this can be done through our 
Sabbath-schools. We believe that by a thorough and persistent cir- 



eolation of Sabbath-school literature intimately connected with our 
other enterprises we shall reach our people as we can in no other 
way. We believe that this makes it a necessity that we publish our 
own literature, and hence take pleasure in commending the publica- 
tions of our Sunday-school board, filled as they are to the brim with 
information in regard to our boards, our missionaries and other en- 
terprises fostered by the Southern Baptist Convention. "Whatso- 
ever a man soweth that shall he also reap." Brethren, if we would 
reap an increased interest in our enterprises we must sow our own 
literature.

REPORT ON SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

No more important subject can command our attention than the 
subject of Sabbath-schools, because the future prosperity of the 
Churches of our denomination depend, to a great extent, upon our 
action of today. We live in an age of progress. An age exacting in 
its demands upon us ; an age full of a thousand things beside religion. 
And the great question which confronts us is : How can we best 
meet the demand of the times with respect to those coming after 
us ? — our children. This is a broad field for Christian effort. Shall 
we, as a united Baptist brotherhood, go up and possess the land, or 
leave it for others? We are gratified to note the interest that is 
being taken in this great work by many of our Churches, but your 
committee is of the opinion that there is still great room for advances 
along this line. We would therefore earnestly reccommend that our 
brethren see to it that this field is cultivated in all our Churches and 
that our children are taught the pure and unadulterated word of God.

Committee on State Missions reported : 

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

Our people should bear in mind that a State Mission Board and 
a State Board of Missions are essentially different things; the former 
implying the development of mission work alone in the State, the 
latter involving as a nucleus the fostering and development of mis- 
sions of all kinds by a board or committee of brethren appointed for 
that purpose by the Alabama Baptist State Convention. The old 
Board of State Missions in its original conception and for many years 
thereafter busied itself simply in the establishment of local missions 
in the undeveloped regions of the State wherever a promise of future 
stability and usefulness was apparent, and in the extension and 
strengthening of Sanday-school work. Novif the State Board of 
Missions takes cognizance of and develops every agency in any way 



connected with and promotive of mission work in general, compre- 
hending not simply the planting of missions in Alabama as in the 
original concept, but also Home Missions as the area of missions 
within the limits of the Southern Baptist Convention and Cuba, 
Foreign Missions in the regions beyond, specially in Japan, China, 
Africa, Itlay, Brazil and Mexico, the work of the Board of Colpor- 
tage, the work of the Orphanage, the work of the Board of Ministe- 
rial Education, in fine, all agencies combined in one board for the 
fostering, development and utilization of these various missions in 
our bounds. It might appropriately be termed the interlocking 
switch between the Churches and the boards of the Southern Baptist 
Convention. The leadership of this board has been confided to the 
consecrated Bledsoe, who is doing a grand work, building on the 
broad foundation laid during a period of ten years by the sagacious, 
indefatigable and self sacrificing Crumpton; thus verifying the scrip- 
tural truism, that one soweth, another reapeth. 

The committee regret that we have not at hand a tabulated 
statement of the work done this year by the board, but feel assured 
that all has been done that could have been done with the resources 
in men and means at hand. 

We recommend that the Association keep in close and loyal 
touch with the work qf the State Board of Missions.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

Many thoughtless persons erroneously suppose the Home Mis- 
sion Field is a i <*dius of only a few miles around their own homes. 
The Home Mission Field includes the whole section known as the 
" South," and he island of Cuba. The Home Board is located at 
Atlanta, Ga., wi H I. T. Tichenor, D. D. as corresponding secretary. 
The duty of this Board is to look after and supply the destitute parts 
of said field, to ccupy growing towns that are without Churches and 
help weak Chun les in important centers ; to evangelize our foreign 
population, and olored people; instruct the Indians in the Gospel 
and Chris tianiz Cuba.

work of this hero, Diaz, was so strong that he was 
n, but God cared for him and he came out unhurt, 
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Although great success has attended the .work of this Board, 
owing to the increase in population there are more unregenerated 
persons in its limits than there were fifty years ago. It is estimated 
that one-half the population of the south, say 10,000,000, are under 
Baptist influence. Deducting from that the 2,600,000 church mem- 
bers, and about the same number as below the age of accountability, 
and we have about 5,000,000 unregenerated persons who must receive 
the Gospel from us or they will probably never receive it. 

During thefifty years existence of this Board, it has established 
about one-eighth of all the white Churches in the South. Dr. Tich- 
enor says that, " the first Baptist Church organised in every State 
Capital, in every Southern State, with one single exception, was a 
Mission station of the Home Board of the Southern Baptist Conven 

tion." 

The Woman's Missionary Union is rendering noble aid in this 
work: Last year they raised $33,000, sent 358 Missionary boxes to the 
frontier, and scattered much Mission literature by means of the Mis- 
sion Rooms, at Baltimore, Maryland. 

Below we give some statistics of the work done by the Home 
Board during the last conventional year. Missionaries 411. Weeks 
of labor, 12,329. Churches and stations, 1,626. Sermons and ad- 
dresses, 58,041. Prayer meetings, 9,622. Baptisms, 5,617. Received 
by letter, 6,672. Total additions, 12,285. Besides this there was 
much other valuable service rendered in Sunday schools, building 
and repairing Church houses, scattering religious literature, etc. 

Let us enlarge our gifts for this Board, and pray earnestly for its 
success.

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, just before giving unto His beloved 
disciples the great commission ; used these words : " All power is 
given unto Me in heaven and earth." These words have come all 
along down through the centuries, speaking words of comfort and 
encouragement to all of God's children, in all their noble undertak- 
ings for the furtherance of his cause among men. And, when con- 
fronted by all of the opposing powers of Satan ; to hear the voice of 
the Captain of their Salvation, saying: "It is I, be not afraid." 
" All power is given unto Me in heaven and earth." " Go ye into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every creature," was the means 
of strengthening those who were first in the movement of modern 
missions. When ready to despair because of opposing powers, the 
Lord Jesus came unto them in his word saying, " All power is given 
unto me," and under the encouragement received from such consol- 
ing words, we hear of such men as Cary, Judson, and others, adopting 
the language of Paul; "Lord, what wilt Thou have me to do? 
"Here am I, send me," etc., etc.; and by the same encouraging 
words, today we have in Africa, such men as Stone, Eli, Lumbley, 
Pinnock, and Smith. In Braxil, we have the Taylors', with their 
fellow laborers. In China, Hartwell, Pruitt, and a strong band of 
earnest Christian workers, laboring for the Master. These, together 
with brethren in Italy, Japan, and Mexico, all report progress in their 
work. In China we have 41 Missionaries, 44 native helpers, 19

Churches, i,rc »members, 152 baptisms. Africa reports 6 Missiona- 
ries, 8 native helpers, 247 members, 51 baptisms. In Brazil we have 
!i Missionrnes, 8 native helpers, 14 Churches, 785 members, 273 bap- 
tisms. In Ital .the United States has 3 Missionaries, 28 native 
Preachers and ' olporteurs, 21 Churches, 430 members. 79 baptisms. 
Mexico has 19 Missionaries, 18 native helpers, 37 Churches, 1.035 
members, 177 b iptisms, 3 schools. In Japan we have 6 Missionaries, 
4 native helper 1 Church, 40 members, 3 baptisms. Total Mission- 
ilds, 86; native helpers, no; baptisms, 735 ; contri- 
ve All together, they send up one united cry, 
d help us."

REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

All Ministers of the Gospel of Jesus Christ are educated. Some 
are more cultured than others, and necessarily so ; but all have the 
same Spirit alike. 

The Howard and Seminary are great institution' of learning, and 
should be patronised by our Denomination to educate young Minis- 
ters of the Gospel, to enable them to meet the learned world in their 
opposition to the Gospel of Christ. But the Great Educator of 
Preachers is God, the Holy Spirit of Jesus Christ. Taught as Nico- 
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demus, " We know that Thou art a teacher come from God, for no 
man can do these miricles that thou doest, except God be with him ;" 
and as Paul, the Apostle— while he had all the learning of the world 
—after he had been taught of the Lord, he counted all things but 
lost, for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ. He went forth, 
not with enticing: words of man's wisdom, but in demonstration of 
the Spirit and of power — that your faith should not stand in the wis- 
dom of men, but in the power "of God. i Corinthians, 2 14-5. 

Our educational institutions are not the essential medium 
through which to enter the Ministry, but they serve as helps to grow 
in knowledge and language to enable them to better work out what 
God has worked in.

Committee on Denominational Education reported : 

REPORT ON DENOMINATIONAL EDUCATION. 

Your Committee deem it unnecessary to enter into a discussion 
of the merits or advantages of Christian Education. The Evangeli- 
cal Christian world has generally accepted and embraced the idea of 
the triune education— the education which develops and cultivates 
the moral, intellectual, and physical faculties. No education is com- 
plete without this, and no man or woman comes up to the full stature 
of men and women without it. The question naturally arises, then : 
where can this education be secured ? We answer unhesitatingly ; 
in Denominational Schools. And in making this assertion we do not 
intend to criticise or inveigh against State schools. In no State 
school can the Bible be used as a text book. We hold that a close 
study of the Bible is essential to perfect moral development. Some 
one may say ; teach the Bible in Sunday school and around the fire- 
side True, these are magnificent agencies, and should be fostered 
and encouraged; but they do not detract from the advantages and 
benefits to be derived from studying the Bible as a text book in 
the school room. We note, with particular satisfaction, the fact that 
there is a regular Bible course in the curriculun of Howard College. 
This is to be heartily commended by every lover of God's precious 
word, and is a strong argument in favor of Baptists sustaining with 
their patronage and prayers, that great institution whieh has done 
and is now doing so much for our denomination in this and other 

States of this union. , . 

We would not forget to mention and press upon our people the 
claims of the Judson Institute, at Marion. The large number of 
noble and gifted women who are graduates of that excellent Institu- 
tion attest the grand work the Judson is doing.

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Of this amount, the Coosa River Association contributed $271.- 
i*, in the year 1890; but owing to the fact, that two of the strongest 
Churches, viz: the Parker Memorial, of Anniston, which contributed 
that year, $139.50, and the Church of Oxford, which contributed 
$71 7c ; making a total of $213^ : which would leave for the Asso- 
ciation, as it now stands, $57-88- In the year 1895, the Coasa River 
Association received, as offerings to the various Missions, from the 
Woman's Missionary Union, the amount of $62.14. These figures 
show a small increase, and furnish ample food for reflection. 

Of the thirty-six Churches in our Association, there is none that 
is not in hearty sympathy with the cause of Christ, and your t ommit- 
tee ventures to suggest, that if this work, as done by the ladies of 
two of our Churches, is properly presented by the Pastors of our 
Churches, where there is not yet an organization of women to aid 
the Missionary cause, there is surely to be found one Christ loving 
woman, one who is able and willing to lift up the standard of Christ 
and use her best efforts to form such an organization in her Church.

BAPTIST ORPHANAGE. 

Your Committee, appointed only this morning, have but a 
meager report to make, so far as statistics are concerned, but we are 
gratified to announce that the debt incurred in the purchase of the 
property, $5,000.00 has been liquidated, The buildings, however, 
are not sufficient for the comfort and health of those children already 
there, not to say anything of the demand for admission to those who 
cannot be received from lack of room. _ 

We find that the home has received 29 boys and 31 girls, that 
they attend both, day and Sunday schools, and that many of them 
have, since their reception in the Home, been adopted by good fami- 
lies. The home has eighty acres of land, and some farming and 
gardening is done. ; _. , 

Your committee think that when sufficient buildings have been 
supplied for the convenience and comfort of the children, a shop 
and other industrial features should be added, that these unfortunate 
poor may have some assistance in a start in life. 

We recommend that our churches make frequent offerings for the 
Home, and let these offerings be of clothing, bedding provisions or 
money, just as the brethren may have to give. We should bear in 
mind that" the expenses of this Home run from $350.00 to $400.00 per 
month, varying on account of the increase or decrease of the number 
of children in the Home.

REPORT OF BIBLE AND COLPORTAGE WORK. 

This work is intimately connected with Missions, indeed it is a 
part of the mission work. Wherever the Gospel is preached, there 
Bibles and religious books should be circulated. This work in this 
State is under the direction of the State Board of Missions. There 
is not the interest taken in this work there should be. In many 
homes in Alabama there is not even a Bible nor New Testament. In 
some homes, that are without these precious books, there are worth- 
less and doctrinally unsound books, sold by book agents. 

The State Board of Missions has a book depositary at Montgom- 
ery, Alabama, where all kids of Baptist books, hymn books, Bibles, 
and Sunday school literature can be secured as cheap as at any other 
point. The profit made on this literature is turned into the Mission 
work. J. B. Collier is the keeper of this depositary. We recommend 
"thatthe Churches order their Sunday school supplies through this 
house. 

It occurs to your Committee that it would be wise to establish, 
at some convenient point in this Association, a book depositary for 
the purpose of supplying our people with Baptist literature. Many 
of our people would supply themselves with good books, if these 
books were easily accessible. We hope, therefore, that some steps 
will be taken t>y this Association to this end. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that a committee, consisting of three, 
be appointed to arrange to keep a stock of Bibles, Baptist hymn 
books and literature in our bounds, for the special object of supply- 
ing our people with such good literature.
